MICHAEL HOLLAN KILLED. 


A Slip of the Hook Precipitates, Dr- 


cemiied and tile MlnlnjJ Bucket ISO 
Feet Down Hie Emma Shaft—Back 
Bioken—Death Almort Inclantane- 
ons—Important Evidence nnd Ver- 
dict. 


Yesterday morning a courier came 


in from the Emma mine in hot haste 
for the Coroner. 
A young man 


named Michael Hollan had fallen 
down the shaft a distance of 150 feet 
and had been almost instantly killed. 
His back 
was broken 
completely 


in two, prooably by striking across 
tlia edge of tho backet, which fell 
with him. The theory advanced is 
that the deceased had failed to prop- 
erly adjust tho hnok in the bait of 
the bucket before hn started for the 
surface and that it held until bis 
efforts Io get out upon thn platform 
caused it to nlip oft'. 
No blame can 


bo attached to anj uf the! employes. 
The body wa» brought to town jester 
da} afternoon and placed iu Sanders 
& Neale's deud house. He has two 
brothers 
in Virginia City and a 


cousin here, wh> will take charge of 
the remains. Below we give the 
most impcrtunt portions of the evi 
denco and the verdict. 


E. 1!, 1IAHLAN 


Sworn, says, I know deceased; his 
name was iitichael Hollan. 1 think 
he is about 23 or 24 3 oars old. Hoi 
Ian, deceased, left the drift where we 
were at work and stalled for the top. 
After he left and hud been gone a few 
minutes I heard noise at bottom of 
shaft; I went to pluca wheie I heard 
noise and. found deceased acd the 
backot in which he started to the top 
where he hud fallen fiom some point 
on his ascout I reached over into 
the .si]tup and gi> dacensed by the 
foot and pulled him up on to the 
mining board and there he brepthed 
two or three times and died. The 
only explanation of the accident I 
can give is that when he phu>ed the 
hook of the rope, which draws them 
up, on the bule of the bucket he 
failed to gel it properly fustoued and 
only got the hook ubont halt ou, and 
when he got at or near the top his 
movpmeuts to get out or to get ready 
to get out must have twisted the 
bucket off of the hook. I am certain 
it must have slipped off as the hook, 
rope and bail were all sound and un 
broken after the accident. This ac- 
cident happened about 8 o'clock A. M. 
on the 20th day of November, A D. 
1878, at the Emma mine, Washoe 
county, State of Nevada. When the 
hook is prjperly fastened or caught 
ou the bail of the bucket and the 
rope is unslack on the ascent it is im- 
possible for it to slip off and become 
separate. 


GEORGE SMITH 


Sworn, says, on the morning of 


tho 20th of November, 1878,1 was 
engaged in running the engine in the 
Emma mine. I had just lowered the 
bucket of laggin to the bottom when 
I heard three bells, the signal to 
hoist and that there was alsc a man 
on board. I hoisted away slowly, as 
do when a man is in the bucket, un 
til I saw the light of deceased's lamp 
as he neared the top.

went on right until that time, when 
the eugine, having no weight to draw 
suddenly gave a jump and then ! 
knew that the bucket had come of 
and I heard the noise as it struck the 
sidbB of ths shaft. I Ion ered for him 
nnd he was hoisted up.

when he was brought up. The onlj 
reasonable explanation that can be 
given of the accident is that deceased 


bat that it was owing to his neglect- 
log to have the hook properly fasten- 
ed. All of which we duly certify 
by this inquisition in writing, by us
